Wellington, April 14 (ff>) — Draft

Officials at national S e l e c t i ve 


Hoai(quarters told a reporter today 
this probably will involve upwards 
of 2.10,000 young men, probably all 
19-years-old or older. A deferment 
cannot be granted until the, youth 
receives notice of induction. 


Under the draft law, local boards 


can grant deferments for only one 
year, except for certain high school 
.students.-In cases other than edu- 
cational deferments, officials said, 
many have been limited 'lo 6- 
nionth npriods. 


Regulations specifically require 


the re-one"!rtff of cases at the enc' 
ot?thfr; academic;year for • all youths 
granted eoucatiofiaJ deferments to 
attend college. As of Feb. 29 there 
w< •-• '"lU.Hlu in that category. 


Under law a youth not previous- 


ly granted an education deferment 
is entitled to one, upon his request, 
lo finish an academic year he al- 
ready Mas started in college, poo- 
vidcd he maintains satisfactory 
stanning.
